Union Men Are C harged With Con­ 


spiring to Raise W ages to Prevent 


Competition of W est Virginia Oper­ 


ators. 


Charleston, W. Va., Ju n e 9.—P resi­ 
dent John P. W hite and eighteen other 
officials of the United Mine W orkers 
of America were indicted in the fed­ 
eral court here on a charge of violat­ 
ing the Sherm an anti tru st law. 
It is alleged that they conspired with 
the coal operators of w estern Pennsyl­ 
vania, Ohio, Indiana aud Illinois to 
raise wages in the W est Virginia coal 
fields so as to prevent its com petition 
with the other four states in the west­ 
ern market. 
Further Indictm ents th a t have re 
suited from the coal strike were r«y 
turned by the federal 
grand 
jury. 
These 
indictm ents 
charge 
peonage 
against the W. H. Thom as Coal aud 
Coke company, W. J. Pritchard, sujier- 
intendent, and Samuel Tabor and Wil­ 
liam Thomas, employes. It is charged 
that the defendants arrested four m in­ 
ers and held them to work out a debt. 
The coal comjjany operates in M ercer 
county, VV. Va. 
The indictm ents 
returned against 
the nineteen union officials are said to 
he the ti rat ever made against the of- 
finals ol the United Mine W orkers of 
America charging them with violating 
the Sherm an anii-trusi law. 
It was 
com m ented that the indictm ent co .ne* 
ai a tim e w.ieu tederal legislat.ou is 
pending exem pting labor unions from 
toe provisions ol the Sherm an law. 
The inionnation on which the indict­ 
m ent is based is said to have been t. e 
re.*uit ol an extended probe into con­ 
ditions by District A ttorney Harold A. 
iU.z, ol Bluefield, W. Va., aud his as­ 
sistant, IL I), hum m el, ut Charleston.

that aud with the luteal that said or­ 
ganization by regulating the wage to 
be paid to said laborers tor their work 
could and would be fixed and control 
the price at which the coal mines in 
the slate of W est Virginia could com­ 
pete with coal mined in the western 
part of Pennsylvania aud iii the states 
of Ohio, indiana and Illinois in the 
m arkets ut the stales of the United 
States outside of W est Virginia.” 
The indictment alleges that coal pro 
due cd in West Virginia, especially in 
K anaw ha county, is snipped in conipe 
tk ion with coal mined in the other 
states of the com petitive field to the 
(Hies of Cincinnati, Columbus, Toledo 
aud Cleveland, Ohio; Detroit, Indian- 
up dis and Chicago, and th a t the i on 
tem pla'ed organization of the West 
Virginia m iners is to restrict the sale 
of the West Virginia coal in these 
markets. 
Continuing, it Is stated. "T he organ­ 
ization fixes the wages of the m iueis 
of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and 
illinois, and it now intends to unionize 
the m iners of West Virginia, and. it 
successful, to fix the price at which 
coal of West Virginia could be sold in 
the outside m arkets named, thus per 
m ining the coiuj>etitive states to com 
pele more tavorahly In the western 
mar kets with the product shipped from 
West Virginia.”

W ilson’s friends in the 
senate are gathering m aterial as the 
hearing progresses to support his free 
sugar stand by an effort to show that 
Louisiana. Hawaiian and Porto Rican 
cane growers and American beet sugar 
m anufacturers have exhausted all jwo* 
sible m eans to arouse public sentim ent 
against free sugar. 
Fully as vlgrous a fight will be mad* 
on the other side, to prove from the 
testim ony of the lobby hearings, that 
cane sugar refiners, particularly the 
Federal Sugar Refining comj>any, have 
been the bone and sinew of the free 
sugar cam paign and would he th e chief 
beneficiaries lf President W ilson’s re 
com m endations for free sugar in 1916 
are carried out.
